Dim The Lights 


CARSON CITY, Nev. (UPI) — Gov. Mike (^Callaghan says he will issue 
executive orders to dim the lights on Nevada’s glittering casinos. 
The governor said Thursday he received cooperation when he asked for 
voluntary reductions of energy consumption a few years ago, ‘‘but the fringes 
soon began to go back to the old ways, and now most of us have.” 
His orders will ban all outdoor advertising lights during the day, with a major 
reduction at night, including the lavish displays along the Las Vegas Strip; im­ 
mediate discontinuance of nonesssential natural gas consumption; immediate 
reduction of street lighting in cities, and reduction of hours of operation of public 
buildings. 
Rabies Cases Confirmed 
LAREDO, Tex. (UPI) — Two more cases of dog rabies, the first in IO days, 
were confirmed by health officials Thursday, raising the total caseload to 50 
since last November. 
The Laredo-Webb County Health Department announced the two cases were 
confirmed at the state laboratory in Austin from among 20 dog heads from 
Laredo. Both rabid animals were shot by police and no human bites or exposures 
were involved. Across the Rio Grande, another rabies case was confirmed 
raising Nuevo Laredo, Mexico’s total to five cases. 
Filing Suit Filed 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — The Federal Election Commission said Thursday it 
has filed suit against five congressional candidates to compel them to file 
financial reports required by federal law. 
Separate suits were filed in U.S. District Courts around the country against 
four House candidates and one Senate contender in 1976 elections. The five in­ 
cluded William Hathcock, American Party candidate of the 13th District of 
Texas. The FEC asked the candidates be compelled to file the reports required by 
law and pay a fine of $5,000 for their failure to meet filing deadlines. 
Suspects Arrested 


JACKSONVILLE, Fla. (UPI) — The FBI Thursday announced the arrests of 
seven men, six of them from the Dallas-Fort Worth area, and charged all seven 
with transporting four stolen trucks from Texas to Florida. 
Those arrested were Elm er D. Sperry, 61, Tavares; and Leslie H. Reynolds, 22, 
Ronnie W. Clifton, 26, Donald W. Davidson, 24, Ricky L. Gordon, 19, Mark A. 
Kent, 23, and Arthur D. Kent, 50, all from the Dallas-Fort Worth area. The FBI 
said the six Texas men face charges of interstate transportation of stolen motor 
vehicles, while Sperry is charged with receiving stolen motor vehicles, which had 
passed in interstate commerce.

The seven violent crim es in January 
included one rape and six aggravated 
assaults, with four of the assaults 
being cleared by arrest. About 23 
percent of all crimes reported were 
cleared. No murders or robberies 
were reported during the month. 
Police arrested 92 adults in January 
including three for assault, two for 
burglary, one for sex-related offenses, 
one for possession of m arijuana, 12 for 
driving while intoxicated, nine for 
public intoxication and 64 for all other 
offenses. 
Fifteen juveniles were arrested 
including one for assault, five for 
burglary, two for possession of 
marijuana and seven for all other 
offenses.

Sliding Scale Sought 


For Consumer Loan Rates

AUSTIN, Tex. (UPI) - A bill 
providing autom atic adjustm ents for 
loan interest rates would solve the 
problem of maintaining adequate 
credit at reasonable prices, according 
to one of its sponsors. 
Sen. Don Adams, D-Jasper, said 
Thursday his bill would set a formula 
to permit all rates under the Con­ 
sumer Credit Code to be adjusted up 
or down, depending on the cost of 
doing business. 
“ The present system requires 
lenders to tighten credit eligibility 
standards during econom ic hard 
times — making the hard times 
harder — and to loosen these stand­ 
ards when times are good — trans­ 
form ing 
healthy 
grow th 
into 
runaway inflation,” said Adams, who 
is sponsoring the bill along with Sens. 
Oscar Mauzy, D-Dallas, and Gene 
Jones, D-Houston. 
Adams briefed reporters on the in­ 
terest rate bill which is expected to be 
one of the hottest controversies of the 
1977 legislative session. 
Sen. William N. Patman, D-Ganado, 
is expected to mount a filibuster 


against changing interest rates set by 
the legislature in 1957. 
Although he opposed previous at­ 
tem pts to increase interest rates 
finance companies can charge on 
medium size loans, Adams said he 
agreed to look at an industry proposal 
for raising rates at the request of a 
personal friend, 
Houston attorney 
Steve Oakes. 
Adams said he became convinced 
the finance companies are in trouble 
but did not accept the proposal sub­ 
m itted by Dallas loan company of­ 
ficials. 
The industry proposal, he said, 
would have given finance companies a 
“double bite” on raises with im ­ 
m ediate increases on a new loan-size 
bracket and further increases with 
expanded 
brackets 
whenever the 
consumer price index goes up. 
Adams said he decided to have a 
lawyer-mathematician on his staff 
draw up an alternative with a formula 
to insure rates will go down when 
economic conditions warrant. 
The formula provides for yearly 
rate changes based on the cost of 
money and services in the general 
economy. 


Adams said the formula would 
reduce rates presently permitted on 
loans of less than $425 but increase 
rates by as much as 19 per cent on 
larger loans.

Classroom Zoo Makes 
Discipline Easy Chore

Some instructors at Plano Senior High School might have 
a discipline problem, but not biology teacher Jim Dunlap. 
He and his seven-foot-long African python conduct a very 
orderly class. 
“ I don’t threaten the students or anything,” Dunlap 
'emarked as a rainbow boa crawled up his arm , “but they 
ion’t give me any problems.” 
More than 40 different snakes, lizards and amphibians 
.all non poisonous, of course) make up the private 
bilection that Dunlap has been gathering for years. The 
animals are housed in aquariums and cages in the science 
A partm ent at the senior high. 
The first-year PSHS biology instructor explained that the 
reptiles and amphibians are used in many different ways in 
his science classes. Besides being used to illustrate several 
biological principles, the animals have also generated an 
interest in science in students who might have been 
apathetic before. 
“My Biology One classes are made up of those who have 
had to repeat the class (because of failing it earlier),” 
Dunlap said. “The kids had been turned off by science 
before and about three-quarters of them have had to repeat 
the course.” 
Coming to Plano from Lewisville, Dunlap instigated a 
program which enables students to earn credit for taking 
care of his animals on a daily basis. 
“The kids keep sheets on the daily care of the animals, 
noting if they are shedding or are in poor health,” com­ 
mented the teacher. “They are also required to do library 
work to classify the animals from kingdom through species. 
I give them the common name and they go from there.” 
According to Dunlap, several of the students who were 
“ typical I-don’t-care students” when they entered his class 
now come in early, before and after school and during 
breaks to take care of the snakes and lizards. 
One of the favorite pastimes of young people at the senior 
high is to “watch the iguana spit.” A four-foot-long iguana 


named Bernie perches on a dead tree limb in his cage and 
occasionally expels salts from his nostrils, much to the 
enjoyment of the students. 
Bernie is one of the biggest attractions in Dunlap’s 
biology class. Most of his four-foot length consists of a long, 
and strong, tail and his facial features are akin to those of a 
prehistoric animal seen on the late, late show. 
Another pet of the biology classes is Touche the Turtle—a 
large desert tortoise who saunters about the classroom with 
a free reign. 
“We tried to put him in cages, but he just tore them up,” 
Dunlap explained. 
Touche was a gift from a student who found the tortoise 
walking across a road in California. After dining on a 
breakfast of squash, apples or lettuce, he usually finds a 
quiet place in the corner of the classroom and sleeps all 
day. 
Another interesting but somewhat less popular member 
of the Dunlap menagerie is the seven-foot African python 
(as yet unnamed) who occupies a locked cage in the back of 
the class and eats rats and sm all rabbits. 
During a demonstration to one of his classes, Dunlap was 
holding the coiled python up in front of him in his two hands. 
Suddenly, the snake (who “must not have been feeling well 
that day” according to his owner) struck at the instructor, 
stopping just inches from his face. 
Although he said he “must have turned white or purple in 
the face,” Dunlap boasted that he kept his cool and gently 
put the python back into its cage. 
Garbage Can Harry also fascinates the PSHS biology 
students. Possessing a long, forked tongue which he 
displays often, Harry is a Savannah monitor, a non­ 
poisonous but meat-eating lizard. H arry’s favorite meal is 
canned dog food, but he also like mice, eggs, hamburger 
m eat and just about anything else the others won’t eat— 
hence, the descriptive title “G arbage Can.”

Make Biology Fun 
For PSHS Students

Other cold-blooded members of the class include a legless lizard (the only difference 
between it and a snake is that the lizard has eyelids and ears); a South American Tegu, a 
lizard which has canine teeth like a dog and is a meat-eater; a pancake tortoise which can 
flatten its shell; a giant Mexican toad the size of a baseball cap; and a ball python which has 
ll nostrils. 
Many of the more exotic animals in Dunlap’s collection have been gifts from the Dallas 
zoo. Garbage Can Harry was next to death when a friend from the zoo gave him to^he 
biology teacher. 
The large portion of the collection was captured by Dunlap himself with the help of his 
four-year old son Scott who holds the bag for him. Fourteen-month old Erin is still too young 
to appreciate her father’s animals, and wife Peggy “only tolerates” her husband’s hobby. 
Dunlap said that he has been interested in animals, especially reptiles and amphibians, 
for as long as he can remember. He said his mother claims that at age three she found him 
sitting on the porch about to make lunch out of a garter snake and that’s where the hobby 
began. 
When Dunlap was about IO years old, he said he had a building in his backyard where he 
kept a large group of local animals such as goldfish, several mud turtles and a baby skunk. 
He entered the field of biology instead of veterinary medicine because, the teacher said, 
vets deal mostly with domestic animals and his interest lies mainly with snakes, lizards, 
etc.

DEAR POLLY — Since one usually has a lim ited num ber of 
maternity garments a sleeveless blouse with an elastic waist 
and slit neck makes a nice vest to w ear over a regular blouse 
with the last two or three buttons left unbottoned — PAULA. 
DEAR POLLY — You can m ake your own whipped soft 
margarine by whipping in the m ixer until fluffy Old panty 
hose are good to use for stuffing pillows. Cut off the elastic at 
the top (this will make waistbands for children's pants you 
may be making) as well as the seam s and toes so there are no 
lumps in the pillows. Such pillows are washable and dry very 
fast. To keep your house dog from m aking a m ess at night shut 
him in a sm all room as a dog will not use the bathroom where 
he has to sleep — JEANINE 
DEAR POLLY — R ather than have to find a rem edy for dis­ 
colored nylon garments I have found it is easier to prevent 
such discoloring. To avoid discoloring which occurs after fre­ 
quent washings follow the following sim ple rule “ Keep the 
garments away from the heat.” Wash in cold w ater and do not 
place such things in a hot dryer. Use the air dry cycle or let it 
drip dry away from the heat I have several white nylon 
blouses that I have always laundered this way and they still 
look as white as when they were new and some are several 
years old. 
When washing curtains I use vinegar in the rinse cycle as it 
removes the soap film but leaves the curtains crisp and fresh 
looking. Often conventional fabric rinses leave curtains limp 
and soft so I like the vinegar better — P M L

I cut them in strips round and round the leg going up or down 
and making the strips about two inches wide I use these strips
